HILE it may be said that exports from this country 
to the Soviet Union last year were relatively small 
when compared with the total volume of American exports, 


'and especially with the possibilities inherent in this trade, 


even at the present time purchases made by the Amtorg 
Trading Corporation are of substantial interest to a number 
of American industries. This is particularly true of those 
producing machinery. Soviet purchases in this country are 
concentrated to a large extent in the leading machinery 
manufacturing states, where their effect is not inconsider- 
able. 

It is not surprising, therefore, that the Middle West has 
been assuming greater importance as a supplier of products 


‘for the Soviet Union. 


Purchases in this section of the country consist largely 
of machinery, such as tractors, combines and other agricul- 


itural implements, machine tools, mining equipment, ete.

According to reports of the Department of Commerce, the 
Soviet Union took more agricultural machinery last year 
than any other foreign country and was one of the three 
leading importers of American industrial machinery. It is 
clear, therefore, that the American machine-building indus- 
try, and especially in this section of the country, has a con- 
siderable stake in developing Soviet-American trade rela- 
tions. 

In the states of Ohio, Illinois, Wisconsin and Michigan, 
| we placed orders to the amount of $72,000,000 in 1930. In 
‘other words, nearly one-half of the purchases for the Soviet 
Union was made in these four Middle West states. In the 
preceding year, not only were the purchases much smaller, 
but only one-third of the orders were placed in this territory.

IRECT evidence of a change for the better within the

The deciine in New Jersey from 
January of last year was less than 
1 per cent, while Minnesota regis- 
tered a drop of only 8 per cent., 
New York, 9 per cent., and Cali- 
fornia.

The seasonal upturn in new car 
sales in the domestic market in the 
first month of the year was ex- 
tremely favorable when all factors 
are concerned. While the normal 
expectation of increase in January 
Over December is around 35 per cent. 
the 30 per cent. upturn this year 
was in reality greater than a 35 
per cent. gain in normal years. 

The explanation for this lies in 
the fact that last December regis- 
trations were sharply expanded by 
the fact that several new annual 
models were placed on the market 
in November and December instead 
of in January, as usual. Especially 
did the early Chevrolet models ab- 
normally swell the December regis- 
tration figures. 

In view of this fact, an upturn otf 
20 per cent. in January would have 
fulfilled expectations and the 30 per 
cent. increase may be put down as 
greater than normal. 

This greater than normal bulge in 
January may have been leveled out 
in February end early registration 
returns for that month indicate this 
happened, 

It is likely that the February in- 
crease over January did not come up 
te the normal expectation of around 
20 per cent.

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Diesel Engine 
Interesting 


Some interesting comments re- 
sulted from the presentation of the 
paper on Diesel engines by H. D. 
Hill at a recent meeting of the 
Cleveland section of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers. According to 
H. C. Dickinson, United States Bu- 
reau of Standards, too much Diesel 
engine development has been pred- 
icated on the tacit assumption of a 
large price differential in favor of 
Diesel engine fuels. In the mean- 
time revolutionary changes have 
come about in the handling of 
petroleum products in the refinery 
while at the same time Diesel en- 
gine progress has indicated, that for 
small high-speed engines, fuels 
must be refined products. As a re- 
sult of these developments there is 
no longer any long time prospect 
of a very great price differential 
between fuels for gasoline engines 
and those for Diesels. The Diesel 
engine designer, therefore, must 
develop his business on the basis 
of the inherent advantages of the 
Diesel design without much regard 
to fuel price. The possible ad- 
vantages are decreased fuel con- 
sumption resulting from increased 
thermal efficiency, increased safety, 
freedom from electrical appliances, 
over-load possibilities and cost of 
construction 

Some modification of the Diesel 
eycle and the Otto cycle will result 
from all the studies under way, in 
the belief of Arthur Nutt, vice pres- 
ident, Wright Aeronautical Corpor- 
ation. Direct injection of fuel may 
make it pessible to use a lower grade
